St. Louis, Mo., July 23.—William J. 
Sudhoff, 
of 
4157 Glasgow avenue, 
known to baseball fame 
for 
many 
years as "Wee Willie" Sudhcff, once 
a star pitcher 
for

Louis 
Browns, is in the observation ward at 
the city hospital, 
violently 
insane. 
Physicians believe an old injury to 
the head is responsible for his con­ 
dition and relatives recall that he 
was hit on the head by a pitched 
ball in 1905 and badly hurt. 
Sudhoff 
became 
violent 
Monday 
night and his wife telepln *ied to the 
police. 
It required the strength if 
two patrolmen to overpower Vim. At 
the hospital he was put into a dark 
padded cell to prevent him from in­ 
juring himself. 
Sudhoff continually calls to every­ 
one vvho comes within sight, saying 
that he was a professional ball play­ 
er and that he will give $5 if the 
stranger gets him out. 
Mrs. Sudhoff told the physicians 
her husband 
for 
the 
last 
three 
months has acted queerly. 
She said that Monday evening he 
put on his old baseball suit and ca­ 
vorted about the yard, talking con­ 
tinuously about 
playing 
with 
the 
Browns. 
Sudhoff has four children, Emmett, 
ll years old. Evelyn, IO, Willee, 7, 
and Harry, 2. 
Willee is a girl. 
Sunday evening Sudhoff and sev­ 
eral other men in the neighborhood 
pitched horseshoes. Sudhoff suddenly 
left the game and ran to the porch ot 
4153 Glasgow avenue, where 15-year- 
old Ethel Felhorst was sitting. 
Neighbors sav he caught hold of 
the girl and tried to drag her from 
Hie porch. 
He then ran to the front 
steps of 4157 Glasgow 
avenue and 
made threatening movements toward 
Mrs. Anna Fuhrig. 
He was quieted 
and induced to go to bed. 
Monday 
night 
Sudhoff’s 
brother, 
Henry, visited him at his home. They 
were talking in the front yard when 
Sudhoff rushed to the street and ran 
three blocks before his brother over­ 
took 
him. 
Policemen 
then 
were 
called to take him to the hospital. 
Sudhoff was in his prime as a base­ 
ball pitcher in 1903. 
At that time it 
was believed 
his 
superb 
twirling 
would 
win 
the 
pennant 
for 
the 
Browns, but toward the end of the 
season the team ‘‘cracked.’’ as the 
baseball writers say today, and his 
fine work went for nothing. 
Sudhoff also was injured in a rail­ 
road wreck in 1904, w’hen the Browns 
were on their 
way 
to 
Cleveland.. 
Those who recall that incident, how­ 
ever, say they do not believe he re­ 
ceived a blow hard enough to cause a 
permanent injury. 
The baseball injury at the time 
was not considered serious. 
“Wee 
Willie” was stunned, but he recov­ 
ered and finished the game. 
President Hedges, of the Browns, 
and others of Sudhoff’s teammates 
recall an eccentricity that developed 
shortly after the wreck.
